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College  of  Art 


The  constructive  climate  at  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Art 
over  the  last  six  years  has  helped  the  College  accomplish  the 
following:  increase  part-time  and  full-time  enrollments  to 
all-time  record  highs;  improve  the  size  and  scope  of  the  physi- 
cal facilities;  reformulate  the  diversified  curriculum  em- 
phasizing interdisciplinary  study;  and  enlarge  the  number  of 
exhibits  and  events  of  public  interest.  All  of  this  has  hap- 
pened in  concert  with  more  efficient  financial  management 
and  increasingly  dynamic  fund-raising  drives. 

In  1980-81,  three  areas  stand  out  as  those  in  which  the 
College  has  accelerated  progress.  They  are: 

1.  Integration  of  the  growing  Center  City  Philadelphia  campus  which, 
with  the  inclusion  of  many  art-related  tenants,  is  viewed  as  a  visual 
arts  center  of  local  and  regional  significance. 

2.  Reaffirmation  of  the  commitment  to  artistic-academic   quality, 

through  a  restructured  admissions  program  designed  to  produce  the 
highest  quality  student  matriculants  and  the  provision  of  excellent 
remuneration  and  enrichment  programs  aimed  at  recruiting  and  re- 
taining outstanding  faculty. 

3.  Ongoing  ascendancy  of  the  institution  to  national  prominence,  the 

College  being  ranked  in  many  ratings  as  one  of  the  top  five  private  art 
colleges  in  the  nation — a  status  reaffirmed  hy  the  growing  number  of 
awards  and  prizes  received  by  faculty  members  and  students. 

The  following  narrative  describes  the  achievements  in  a  number  of 
academic  and  administrative  areas.  What  shines  through  is  the  College's 
determination — the  overarching  institutional  commitment  to  first-rate 
visual  arts  education  in  a  wide  variety  of  exciting  manifestations. 


Complementing  the  1980-81  narrative  reports  are  photographs  of  just 
a  few  of  the  many  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  faculty  and  students 
who  have  received  significant  recognition  for  their  individual  creative 
achievements  in  the  past  year.

The  President 
of  The  Creative  De- 
partment is  Philip 
Eitzen,  a  graduate  of 
PCA  and  Vice  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 


The  Long' 
re  Plan 


Range 


Approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
in  1979,  the  College's  Long-Range 
Plan  outlined  77  recommendations 
for  implementation  over  a  five-year 
period.  As  ot  June,  1981,  27  of  these 
recommendations  had  been  im- 
plemented, 43  were  in  the  process  of 
being  implemented,  3  had  been 
modified  and  4  were  deferred.  Part  of 
the  reason  for  the  rapid  implementa- 
tion has  been  the  revitalization  of 


the  Long-Range  Planning 
Committee — the  current  function 
of  which  is  to  monitor  the  plan's 
progress,  insuring  the  educational 
integrity  of  the  institution  while 
maintaining  financial  safeguards  so 
that  contingency  planning  is  always 
up  to  date. 


Those  salient  areas  in  the  plan  that 
will  continue  to  receive  special 
attention  are  the:  (1)  redirection  of 
the  admissions  recruitment  pro- 
grams; (2)  development  of  a  com- 
prehensive Student  Services  Divi- 
sion; (3)  extension  ot  the  special 
programs  for  part-time  students  and 
(4)  amplification  of  community 
awareness  and  appreciation  of  the 
visual  arts. 


The  Campus 


Nowhere  is  the  College's  determina- 
tion more  in  evidence  than  in  the 
creative  consolidation  of  its  physical 
facilities.  Besides  owning  all  the 
properties  on  the  two  block  stretch 
of  Broad  Street  between  the  histori- 
cal Haviland  Building  on  Pine  and 
Anderson  Hall  at  Spruce,  the  Col- 
lege has  acquired  six  of  eight  key 
properties  on  the  1400  block  of 
Spruce  Street.  With  the  acquisition 


of  two  other  buildings,  the  College 
will  further  improve  the  aesthetic 
environment  of  the  campus  and 
center  city  community.  As  in  the 
past,  these  new  properties  will  be 
used  as  upper  class  student  resi- 
dences or  leased  to  art-related  en- 
terprises. Noticeable  efforts  are  also 
being  made  to  upgrade  the  College's 
primary  facilities,  including  Spruce 
Hall,  the  160-bed  dormitory  on  15th 
Street. 


One  of  the  principal  projects  in 
Anderson  Hall  is  the  ongoing  ex- 
pansion of  the  library.  To  encompass 
the  entire  fifth  floor  by  Fall,  1981, 
the  library  will  be  named  in  honor 
of  Albert  M.  Greenfield.  In  April, 
1981,  a  new  multi-level  store, 
"Utrecht  at  PCA,"  opened  in 
Anderson  Hall,  tripling  the  size  of 
the  previous  facility  and  making 
available  an  expanded  array  of 
art  supplies  and  books. 


Elsewhere,  the  most  dramatic  physi- 
cal plant  advancements  can  be  seen 
in  the  stabilization  and  restoration 
of  the  three  connected  Broad  and 
Pine  Street  properties,  including: 

(1)  the  Haviland  Building  (1824); 

(2)  the  Strickland  Wings  (circa 
1845);  and  (3)  the  Furness  Building 
(1876).  The  restoration  of  the  Havi- 
land roof  is  virtually  complete — as  is 
the  stabilization  of  the  interior  of  the 
three  structures.  In  total,  120,000 
squate  feet  will  be  rehabilitated  to 
provide  a  dormitory  in  the  Furness 


Building,  ceramics  and  sculpture 
studios  in  the  Strickland  Wings  and 
gallery  and  administrative  facilities 
in  the  Haviland  Building.  The  over- 
all restoration/renovation  that 
began  in  May,  1981  will  cost  approx- 
imately $9,450,000.  More  than 
$2,000,000  on  contracts  for  design 
and  demolition  have  been  awarded 
and  it  is  expected  that  this  exciting 
reclamation  project  will  be  com- 
pleted by  Fall,  1982— Spring,  1983. 


These  developments  support  the 
College's  determination  to  produce 
a  coordinated  campus  of  visibly  in- 
terconnected buildings  in  which  the 
majority  of  the  facilities  will  be  used 
for  instructional  and  residential 
purposes.  New  tenants,  such  as  the 
Philadelphia  Dance  Alliance  and 
Artists'  Equity  that  are  leasing  space 
in  the  College's  facilities,  give 
further  credence  to  the  fact  that  the 
College's  campus  is  a  principal  part- 
ner on  the  City's  "Avenue  of  the 
Arts." 


Development 


For  the  second  straight  year  the  Col- 
lege surpassed  the  $3, 500,000  mark 
in  monies  raised  from  all  sources.  Of 
the  $10,877,000  needed  to  restore 
the  College's  three  historical  build- 
ings and  construct  a  neighboring 
auditorium,  $6,148,000  had  been 
raised  by  June,  1981.  Proposals  for 
another  $1,500,000  were  pending. 
Major  capital  gifts  received  in- 
cluded: $1,250,000  from  the  Mabel 
Pew  Myrin  Trust;  $750,000 from  the 
William  Penn  Foundation; 
$250,000  from  CBS,  Inc.;  $100,000 
from  The  Knight  Foundation; 
$45,000  from  ARA  Services,  Inc. 
and  $30,000  from  the  Pennsylvania 
Museum  and  Historical  Commis- 
sion. Additionally,  pledges  and  gifts 
amounting  to  $441,000  were  re- 
ceived from  Board  members,  with 
the  majority  of  the  trustees  still  to  be 
approached. 

The  1980-81  Annual  Fund  produced 
$250,030.97.  It  was  the  fourth  suc- 
cessive year  in  which  the  goal  was 
attained.  The  annual  fund  total  in- 
creased by  150%  in  that  period  with 
a  significant  percentage  of  that  sup- 
port provided  by  the  gift  clubs.  The 
Haviland  Society  (membership 
being  open  to  those  who  contribute 
$l,000ormore)  grew  to  72  members 
who  collectively  contributed 
$191,863. 


The  1980-81  President's  Club  (for 
donors  of  $100  or  more)  included 
203  members  who  donated  $43,054. 
Among  the  leading  gifts  to  the  An- 
nual Fund  were:  $30,000  from  the 
WW.  Smith  Charitable  Trust  for 
Scholarships;  $6,000  from  The 
Philadelphia  Foundation  in  support 
ot  The  Saturday  School  and  $5,000 
from  the  Pennsylvania  Council  on 
the  Arts  for  gallery  exhibitions. 
Benefits  and  special  events  con- 
tinued to  play  a  leading  role  in  the 
fund-raising  success,  with  the  Bos- 
ton Art  Tour  and  the  Wanamaker 
Scholarship  Benefit  netting 
$39,960  collectively. 

Regarding  the  endowment,  the 
largest  gift  was  a  bequest  from  Ger- 
trude Arronson  in  the  amount  of 
$120,000 — the  interest  on  the  prin- 
cipal to  be  allocated  as  annual  merit 
scholarships  for  freshmen.  Several 
letters  of  intent  regarding 
benefactions  to  come  from  estates 
were  received,  the  largest  being  a 
$500,000  bequest  from  an  alumna. 
The  College  also  was  awarded  a 
$350,000  Challenge  Grant  from  the 


National  Endowment  for  the  Arts 
(NEA).  This  grant  will  be  used  as  a 
quasi-endowment  fund  to  help  un- 
derwrite the  increased  institutional 
overhead  generated  by  the  innova- 
tive programs  being  implemented 
pet  the  long-range  plan. 

Other  fund-raising  developments 
included  the  final  payment  on  a 
three-year  grant  from  the  Albert  M. 
Greenfield  Foundation  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  new  library  as  well  as  a 
grant  of  $10,000  from  the  Daniel  W. 
Dietrich  Foundation  for  the  catalog 
of  the  exhibition,  "Transmitters: 
The  Isolate  Artist  in  America. "  Two 
separate  grants  totalling  $8,000 
came  from  the  Scholler  Foundation 
for  the  renovation  of  a  portion  of  the 
Fibers  studios.  Substantial  gifts  were 
received  from  J. E.  Caldwell  and 
Company  for  a  scholarship  for  a 
jewelry  student;  from  Solomon 
Grossman  to  establish  a  second  an- 
nual Grossman  award  in  memory  of 
his  brother,  Samuel;  from  the 
Dolfinger-McMahon  Foundation, 
providing  significant  support  for  the 
College's  new  Summer  Sessions 
Program;  and  from  Rodale  Press  and 
Air  Products,  Inc.  to  underwrite  the 
travelling  faculty  show. 


Finance      One  °^  tne  principal  successes  in  the 
Finance  Division  was  the  substantial 
renewal  of  reserve  funds  as  bolstered 
by  the  aforementioned  $350,000 
NEA  Challenge  Grant.  Along  with 
the  matching  funds,  this  grant  will 
enable  the  College  to  act  on  newly 
emerging  opportunities  and  with- 
stand unforeseen  shortfalls.  The 
College  continues  to  operate  at  a 
nominal  deficit  of  less  than  5% 
before  the  application  of  gifts  and 
grants  which  compares  most  favor- 
ably to  other  educational  institu- 
tions. The  Trustees'  Finance  Com- 
mittee has  been  reviewing  the  en- 
dowment investment  management 
objectives,  recommending 
strategies  that  will  insure  the  highest 
yield.  As  an  additional  planning 
tool,  the  College  commissioned  an 
in-depth  review  by  the  institution's 
accounting  firm  of  the  fiscal  forecast 
for  the  next  five  years  so  as  to 
evaluate  the  implications  of  the 
campus  development  plan  and 
satisfy  the  Board  of  Trustees  that 
these  developments  are  manageable 
budgetarily. 


By  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  the 
Finance  Division  had  implemented 
a  comprehensive,  cost  effective 
administrative  services  system,  en- 
compassing offices  of  personnel,  fis- 
cal affairs,  facilities  planning  as  well 
as  the  centralized  computer  center. 
Through  the  expanded  personnel  of- 
fice, benefits  continued  to  be  up- 
graded and  formalized.  Faculty 
salaries  also  were  boosted  substan- 
tially for  the  second  straight  year. 
Electronic  data  processing,  previ- 
ously handled  by  an  outside  firm, 
has  been  supplanted  by  an  in-house 
data  processing  system,  utilizing  a 
Digital  PDP  11-44  mini  computer 
and  a  series  of  terminals  in  adminis- 
trative offices. 

For  the  second  year,  the  College 
employed  a  sophisticated  budgeting 
process  that  balanced  support  for 
ongoing  programs  with  a  review  of 
resource  allocation  so  that  changing 
needs  would  be  met  and  portions  of 
the  budget  would  be  redirected  to 
undercapitalized  opportunities. 
Through  this  process,  $100,000  was 
applied  to  launch  new  programs  for 
the  coming  year.  Another  item  of 
note  is  the  successful  conversion  to  a 
flat-rate  tuition  system  that  stream- 
lined student  registration 
procedures. 


Revenues  from  leases  to  compatible 
non-profit  tenants  continued  to 
grow,  with  rentals  providing  more 
than  $250,000  in  income  in  1980- 
81.  Five  tenants  joined  the  nine  in 
residence  from  previous  years.  Addi- 
tional leases  are  expected  to  be 
negotiated  with  other  interested 
parties  as  newly  acquired  buildings 
are  renovated.  On  another  con- 
structive note,  the  Finance  Division 
is  negotiating  with  the  Pennsylvania 
Higher  Education  Facility  Associa- 
tion to  underwrite  any  recon- 
struction/restoration work  being 
done  that  is  not  covered  initially 
by  gifts  and  grants.  This  will  help 
insure  that  all  capital  projects  will 
continue  unabated  since  there  is  every 
indication  that  the  College  will 
procure  funds  from  external  sources 
to  complete  all  phases  of  the  campus 
improvement  plan.

Locks  Gallery,  Mr. 
Rohrer  has  exhibited 
across  the  country  and 
is  represented  in  such 
prestigious  collections 
as  the  Philadelphia 
Museum  of  Art.  On  sab- 
batical in  1981-82,  Mr. 
Rohrer  joined  the 
faculty  in  1967. 


Enrollments 


Full-time  enrollment  in  the  under- 
graduate degree-granting  programs 
in  the  Continuing  Studies  programs, 
for  part-time  students  and  in  the 
Saturday  School  program,  princi- 
pally for  children,  were  at  all-time 
highs  in  1980-81. 

More  than  1,200  students  again  were 
enrolled  in  the  undergraduate 
program — the  second  successive 
year  that  the  College  has  topped 
that  milestone.  Contributing  to  this 
favorable  enrollment  picture  were 
several  new  initiatives  that  were  im- 
plemented in  a  determined  effort  to 
increase  the  number  of  inquiries  and 
applications  that  would  yield  a  more 
nationally  diversified  freshman  class 
and  transfer  student  contingent. 
Three  metropolitan  areas — 
Houston,  Indianapolis  and  St. 
Louis,  each  with  a  high  number  of 
high  school  students — were  the 
focus  of  intense  recruitment.  In- 
creased emphasis  on  efforts  to  at- 


tract highly  qualified  students  from 
beyond  the  mid-Atlantic  region  was 
demonstrated  by  the  Admissions 
Office  enlistment  of  more  than  100 
alumni  as  telephone  recruiters. 
Prospective  applicants  throughout 
the  country  were  called  and  in- 
formed of  the  excellent  educational 
experience  provided  by  the  College. 
Approximately  600  of  these  calls 
were  completed,  with  fact  sheets  re- 
garding these  conversations  supply- 
ing important  information  to  the 
Admissions  Office. 

Equally  valuable  were  three  new 
publications:  (1)  a  career  poster  list- 
ing 200  careers  in  art-related  fields 
and  featuring  profiles  of  several  lead- 
ing alumni;  (2)  a  brochure  aimed  at 
minority  recruitment  into  the  ACT 
101  Program;  (3)  an  invitation  to 
out-of-town  high  school  students  to 


spend  a  weekend  in  January  on  cam- 
pus. More  than  25  students,  coming 
from  as  far  away  as  Florida,  took  ad- 
vantage of  this  opportunity. 

Special  admissions  events  also 
played  a  crucial  part  in  the  recruit- 
ment program.  Among  these  was  a 
new  ACT  101  Open  House  in  March 
that  attracted  more  than  60  disad- 
vantaged high  school  students  as 
well  as  representatives  of  social  and 
civic  agencies.  More  than  1,500  stu- 
dents, teachers,  parents  and  guid- 
ance counselors  took  part  in  the 
College's  Portfolio  Day  in 
November.  Representatives  of  32 
art  schools  and  colleges  reviewed 
the  artwork  of  hundreds  of  potential 
art  college  matriculants.  The  An- 
nual Admissions  Open  House,  held 
in  April,  drew  300  students  and 
their  families  to  a  daylong  program 
of  demonstrations,  exhibitions  and 
career  panel  presentations. 


Stephen  Berg,  Poet,  is 
a  founding  editor  of  the 
American  Poetry  Re- 
view. His  latest  book  is 
Akhmatova  at  the  Black 
Gates:  Variations.  Past 
recipient  of  a  Rockefel- 
ler Fellowship  and  Na- 
tional Endowment  for 
the  Arts  Writing  Grant. 
Mr  Berg  has  also 
taught  at  Haverford  Col- 
lege. He  joined  the  PCA 
faculty  in  1967. 


Furthermore,  a  new  synchronized 
slide  and  sound  show  has  been  de- 
veloped, under  the  direction  of  an 
advertising  agency  headed  by  one  of 
the  College's  trustees.  This  new  re- 
cruitment piece  will  help  in  the  de- 
termined drive  to  draw  the  best  art 
students  from  across  the  country. 

The  Continuing  Studies  Evening 
Division  continues  to  draw  approx- 
imately 900  students  per  semester. 
The  program's  prosperity  is  based  on 
the  presentation  of  both  four  year 
certificate  programs  in  Advertising 
Design,  Illustration,  Industrial  De- 
sign and  Photography  and  dozens  of 
individual  specialized  courses  and 
workshops.  The  latter,  for  example, 
included  in  the  past  year  a  market- 
ing course  taught  to  35  evening 
students  by  a  professor  from  The 
Wharton  School. 

Innovation  and  diversification  have 
been  the  hallmarks  of  the  Continu- 
ing Studies'  expansion  in  the  past 


three  years.  The  College's  Main 
Line  Extension  in  Berwyn  continues 
to  draw  more  than  100  students  per 
semester.  Given  this  positive  prece- 
dent, Continuing  Studies  is  now 
preparing  to  open  a  similar  program 
in  Cherry  Hill,  New  Jersey. 

The  summer  session  has  been 
another  area  in  which  Continuing 
Studies  has  enjoyed  admirable 
growth.  A  pilot  program  in  Sum- 
mer, 1980,  featuring  a  six  week 
studio  program  for  college-age  stu- 
dents and  transfers  led  to  the  formal 
institution  of  a  College  Summer 
Sessions  Program  that  is  expected  to 
enroll  80-100  students  in  Summer, 
1981.  The  Pre-College  Summer  Pro- 
gram for  high  school  juniors  and 
seniors  increased  its  enrollment 
from  138  students  in  1979  to  183  in 
Summer,  1980. 


The  Saturday  School  also  continues 
to  flourish  with  nearly  350  students 
choosing  from  as  many  as  15  courses 
and  workshops  aimed  to  provide  in- 
troductory visual  arts  experiences. 
Many  of  the  Saturday  School  stu- 
dents are  also  being  helped  to  de- 
velop portfolios  that  are  required  for 
admission  to  the  undergraduate  pro- 
gram. The  success  of  the  Saturday 
School  can  be  attributed  to  creative 
course  offerings  and  good  relation- 
ships with  public  high  school 
teachers  who  refer  their  most 
talented  students  to  the  intensive 
program. 

Overall,  more  than  3,000  people 
enrolled  in  courses  at  the  College 
this  past  year.  The  quality  and  diver- 
sity of  courses  and  programs  offered 
to  a  variety  of  constituencies  illus- 
trate the  institution's  commitment 
to  provide  the  best  and  broadest 
spectrum  ot  opportunities  to  study 
the  visual  arts.

Affiliated 
with  galleries  in  Boston, 
New  York,  Philadelphia 
and  Washington,  Mr. 
Lasuchin  has  partici- 
pated in  the  inter- 
national exhibition, 
Intergrafia  '80,  in 
Poland.  Recipient  of  the 
Original  Print  Collectors 
Purchase  Award  at  the 
National  Print  Exhibit  of 
the  Society  of  American 
Graphic  Artists,  Ms. 
Johnson  was  a  par- 
ticipant in  the  Visual  and 
Performing  Arts  Pro- 
gram for  the  1980  Winter 
Olympics.  Mr.  Lasuchin 
has  been  on  the  faculty 
for  nine  years,  Ms. 
Johnson  for  thirteen. 


Academic 
Programs 


The  1980-81  year  featured  a  renewed 
concern  for  the  values  of  the 
academic  area.  With  the  addition  of 
the  new  Associate  Dean  of 
Academic  Affairs  a  number  of  new 
projects  were  implemented.  Con- 
certed efforts  were  made  to  increase 
college-wide  involvement  in  the 
advancement  of  the  academic  pro- 
grams. Central  among  these  were 
the  expansion  of  the  Learning  Skills 
Center  and  the  introduction  of  pro- 
cedures that  will  lead  to  a  com- 
prehensive program  of  academic  ad- 
vising. Established  two  years  ago  as  a 
reading  and  writing  remediation  re- 
source, the  Learning  Skills  Center 
now  serves  nearly  200  students  per 
year  through  testing,  diagnosis, 
counseling  and  tutoring.  The  new 
Center  has  already  helped  increase 
student  retention  and  improve 
morale.  Special  efforts  have  been 
made  to  formalize  the  relationship 
between  the  Center,  the  Liberal 
Arts  Department  and  the  ACT  101 
Program  so  that  they  can  combine  to 


meet  the  remedial  needs  of  the  stu- 
dents. 

With  respect  to  intensified  counsel- 
ing, a  new  program,  formed  in  con- 
junction with  Student  Services, 
re-established  one-to-one  contact 
between  the  more  than  300  students 
in  the  Freshman  Foundation  Pro- 
gram and  studio  and  liberal  arts 
faculty.  In  addition,  the  studio  de- 
partments wete  surveyed  regarding 
the  kinds  of  academic  advising  pro- 
vided to  upper  class  students.  As  a 
result,  a  consolidated,  standardized 
method  of  academic  advising  will  be 
instituted  and  implemented  in  con- 
junction with  the  construction  of 
several  additional  facultv  offices 
that  will  provide  meeting  places 
conducive  to  counseling. 

The  Faculty  Council,  now  complet- 
ing its  third  year,  has  made  a  sub- 
stantial contribution  to  the  resolu- 
tion of  crucial  academic  issues.  The 
Council's  primary  thrust  in  1980-81 
was  the  provision  of  a  report  on 
tenure  for  review  by  the  Trustees' 


Educational  Policy  Committee.  The 
report  recommends  an  appropriate 
ratio  be  established  between  tenured 
and  non-tenured  full-time  faculty. 
The  Faculty  Council  President  also 
served  on  the  Salary  Committee 
that  is  developing  a  new  scale  for 
part-time  instructors  that  will  also 
allow  for  adjunct  faculty 
appointments. 

The  ongoing  interest  in  attracting 
excellent  junior  faculty  members 
has  been  complemented  by  the  extra 
efforts  that  have  been  made  to  retain 
senior  professors  of  stature.  Most 
notably,  an  updated  sabbatical  pro- 
gram was  implemented  in  Fall, 
1980,  whereby  several  one-semester 
leaves  and  full-year  sabbaticals  were 
made  available  to  the  faculty.  In 
Spring,  1981,  a  record  number  of 
sabbaticals  was  authorized  for  the 
1981-82  academic  year. 

Continued  progress  was  made  to  en- 
hance the  quality  of  the  instruction 
itself.  A  program  of  periodic  de-

partmental  evaluations  was  intro- 
duced in  which  teams  of  two  profes- 
sors from  peer  institutions  and  one 
practicing  professional  visited  select 
departments,  the  goal  being  to  pro- 
vide an  independent  oversight  of 
the  curriculum,  facilities,  faculty 
and  students.  Three  departments  are 
to  he  evaluated  each  year.  Those 
visited  in  1980-81  were  Environ- 
mental Design,  Graphic  Design, 
and  Painting  and  Drawing.  The  vis- 
iting teams  were  generally  impressed 
and  most  helpful  in  underscoring 
the  department's  strengths,  needs 
and  potentials. 

Further  efforts  determined  to  im- 
prove the  quality  of  instruction  in- 
cluded the  ground  work  needed  to 
produce  a  standard  faculty  evalua- 
tion form.  To  be  introduced  in 
1981-82,  the  standardized  form  will 
be  completed  by  students  on  the 
basis  of  their  experience  in  each  of 
their  courses.  On  a  parallel  front, 
chairmen  of  the  day-time  under- 
graduate departments  are  cooperat- 


ing increasingly  with  the  Continu- 
ing Studies  Division,  having  be- 
come involved  in  the  hiring  of 
faculty  for  part-time  programs. 

During  the  past  year  an  impressive 
increase  was  made  in  the  number  of 
distinguished  lecturers  who  visited 
the  Philadelphia  College  of  Art. 
The  Illustration  Forum,  a  bi- 
monthly series,  brought  well-known 
professionals  who  spoke  to  audi- 
ences of  100  to  200  students.  In  a 
second  series,  six  prominent 
curators  from  New  York  and 
Philadelphia  museums  and  galleries 
examined  the  topic,  "The  Museum 
and  the  Developing  Artist."  A  third 
series,  jointly  arranged  with  Rutgers 
and  Villanova,  featured  four  nation- 
ally known  artists  who  spoke  at 
those  two  universities  and  this  in- 
stitution. These  series  were  com- 
plemented by  exhibits  and  lectures 
in  individual  department  galleries 
such  as  Crafts,  Photography,  Paint- 
ing, Printmaking  and  Sculpture. 


The  next  year  holds  even  greater 
promise  for  this  kind  of  intercol- 
legiate activity  in  that  a  new  weekly 
class  schedule  is  being  introduced, 
which  has  a  three  hour  block  of  open 
time  on  Wednesdays  that  allows  for 
the  rostering  of  lectures,  symposia 
and  special  activities.  Plans  for  a 
street-level  student/faculty  gallery 
in  Anderson  Hall  were  also  ap- 
proved that  will  allow  for  com- 
prehensive interdepartmental  shows 
next  Fall. 

All  ot  these  efforts  to  provide  a 
stimulating  artistic  environment 
will  be  further  augmented  by  the  in- 
stitution of  an  Honors  Program.  The 
inauguration  of  such  an  enrichment 
program  is  expected  to  attract  and 
develop  matriculants  who  can  join 
the  growing  number  of  students  who 
this  year  alone  were  awarded  prizes 
in  prestigious  national  competitions 
in  the  areas  of  graphic  design,  illus- 
tration, industrial  design  and 
jewelry. 


Exhibits  and 
Events 


In  a  year  where  exhibits  and  special 
events  continued  to  attract  an  in- 
creasing number  of  visitors  and 
media  attention,  the  most  news- 
worthy endeavor  was  the  Faculty 
Show  that  opened  in  the  Allentown 
Art  Museum  in  March,  1981.  This 
unique  exhibit  that  underscores  the 
College's  extensive  creative  contri- 
bution to  the  Commonwealth  then 
proceeded  to  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh  in  May  and  headed  for 
the  William  Penn  Museum  in  Har- 
risburg  in  July,  with  a  grand  finale  to 
follow  in  Philadelphia  in  1982. 
Comprised  of  156  art  works  by  71  fa- 
culty members,  the  opening  of  the 
exhibition  in  Allentown  was  com- 
plemented by  day-long  presenta- 
tions by  students  representing  all  ten 
major  areas  in  Hess's  main  depart- 
ment store.  Four  faculty  members 
participated  in  a  subsequent  sym- 
posia at  the  Museum  in  which  they 
discussed  the  "Nature  of  the 
Artist/Teacher." 

Two  other  exhibits  held  outside  the 
College  were  of  special  note.  The 
first  was  the  A.J.  Wood  Gallery's 
second  annual  juried  exhibit  of  the 
work  of  the  best  graduating  students 
from  the  five  area  art  schools — a 
show  that  the  College  helped  inau- 
gurate. The  second  was  an  exhibit  of 
jewelry  created  by  1 1  of  the  College's 
faculty  and  alumni  held  at  J.E. 
Caldwell's  that  prompted  800 
people  to  attend  the  opening  night 
reception. 

Exhibits  held  in  the  College's  main 
gallery  began  with  The  President's 
Show  that  included  70  historic  and 
humorous  images  of  30  presidents 


from  Washington  to  Carter  and  was 
particularly  apropos  in  light  of  the 
fact  that  1980  was  a  national  elec- 
tion year.  Equally  colorful  was  the 
"Chromatic  Structures"  show  that 
examined  seven  artists'  use  of  color 
in  their  work.  In  conjunction  with 
this  exhibit,  two  lectures  focused  on 
the  history  of  color  study  and  the 
psychological,  perceptual  impact  of 
color.  Other  exhibits  included 
"Transmitters:  The  Isolate  Artist  in 
America,"  a  show  of  primitive  art- 
ists, with  one  of  the  participants, 
the  Reverend  Howard  Finster  of 
Georgia,  coming  to  speak  to  stu- 
dents. William  Stephens,  Class  of 
1956,  also  discussed  his  one-man 
show  that  was  the  featured  Annual 
Alumni  Exhibit  in  January.  Mr. 
Stephens  exhibited  office  systems 
and  furnishings  he  has  designed  for 
Knoll  International.  Later, Gerhardt 
Knodel,  a  fiber-textiles  member  of 
the  faculty  of  the  Cranbrook  School 
of  Art  in  Michigan,  transformed  the 
gallery  through  the  use  of  lighting, 
fabric  and  canvas  into  a  project 
piece — the  sixth  in  a  series  of 
"Projects  for  PCA." 

At  the  end  of  the  academic  year,  the 
Student  Annual  Exhibit  appeared  in 
the  Anderson  Hall  gallery  and  street 
level  windows.  The  student  exhibit 
was  augmented  by  a  show  of  the 
Illustration  Department  at  the 
Pennsylvania  Historical  Society,  an 
exhibit  of  the  Painting  Department 
at  the  YW/YMHA  and  a  show  de- 
voted exclusively  to  seniors,  again  at 
the  Historical  Society.  Com- 
mencement was  also  held  in  tandem 
with  the  opening  of  the  Student 
Annual  Exhibit  with  more  than 
1,000  in  attendance  to  see  more 
than  220  students  graduate.  Grace 
Glueck,  art  critic  and  columnist  of 
The  New  York  Times,  delivered  the 
address  and  Leo  Steinberg,  a  noted 


art  historian,  scholar  and  professor, 
and  H.  Ober  Hess,  past  chairman  of 
the  College's  Board,  received  hon- 
orary doctorate  degrees. 

The  College  also  sponsored  its  third 
successive  film  series/symposia.  Im- 
plemented for  the  first  time  was  a 
"Sculpture  Jog"  in  which  several 
members  of  the  media  and  art  com- 
munity trotted  past  prominent  pub- 
lic Philadelphia  sculptures  described 
by  Patricia  Stewart,  a  member  of  the 
Liberal  Arts  faculty.  Other  events 
included  the  highly  successful  Bos- 
ton weekend  art  tour  in  October 
that  was  led  by  Mrs.  James  Eiseman 
for  28  travellers  as  well  as  the  third 
Wanamaker's  Scholarship  Benefit 
in  April.  Chaired  by  Mrs.  Harold 
Davis  and  James  Crowell,  the  325 
gala  guests,  including  Mayor  Wil- 
liam Green,  enjoyed  an  evening  en- 
titled, "Sequences,"  in  homage  to 
Duane  Michals,  a  well-known  pho- 
tographer who  has  exhibited  at  the 
College  and  whose  scintillating 
photographs  provided  the  backdrop 
to  a  stunning  selection  of  fashions. 

Capping  the  year  were  the  annual 
President's  Club  and  Haviland  Soci- 
ety parties,  the  former  being  held  in 
June  at  the  London  Victory  Club — a 
night  spot  located  in  a  beautiful  Vic- 
torian building  that  was  reclaimed 
by  the  co-owner,  Dolores  Browne, 
Class  of  1970.  The  Haviland  Society 
Party  was  hosted  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Harold  Sorgenti  of  Haverford,  the 
festivities  being  enlivened  by  a 
Balalaika  Orchestra.

which  all  non-commuting  students 
were  guaranteed  placement  in 
College-operated  residences.  In 
order  to  satisfy  this  policy,  the  Col- 
lege is  expanding  its  residences  be- 
yond Spruce  Hall  and  1406  House  to 
include  1410  House  and  Delancey 
House.  The  addition  of  the  two  new 
facilities  will  enable  the  College  to 
accommodate  nearly  200  students  in 
Fall,  1981.  The  prospect  of  the  com- 
pleted renovation  of  the  Furness 
Building  into  an  additional  resi- 
dence housing  another  180  students 
will  enable  the  College  to  recruit  stu- 
dents from  beyond  the  region  more 
successfully. 

Counseling  and  advising  is  the  sec- 
ond student  services  area  in  which 
the  most  progress  has  been  made.  As 


a  joint  venture  instituted  by  Student 
Services  and  the  Freshman  Founda- 
tion Faculty,  all  freshmen  are  now 
receiving  individualized  counseling, 
making  their  adjustment  to  the  Col- 
lege and  the  city  much  easier.  The 
second  annual  Freshman  Founda- 
tion survey  corroborated  this  state- 
ment in  that  of  the  85%  of  the  enter- 
ing students  who  completed  the 
questionnaire,  the  majority  indi- 
cated that  they  were  relatively  well 
satisfied  with  the  instructional  pro- 
gram and  the  quality  of  the  housing. 
As  further  affirmation  of  freshman 
satisfaction,  the  retention  rate  for 
1980-81  was  slightly  higher  than  for 
the  previous  year. 

In  response  to  the  desire  for  more 
extracurricular  activities,  Student 


Services  enlarged  its  recreational 
contracts  with  the  YM/YWHA, 
with  student  membership  increasing 
to  more  than  200  per  semester.  A 
boat  trip  on  the  Delaware  River  in 
the  Fall  and  a  Beaux  Arts  Ball  at  the 
Bellevue-Stratford  Hotel  in  the 
Spring  were  among  the  year's  most 
popular  social  events.  As  a  way  of 
recognizing  the  excellence  of  the 
College's  top  academic  students,  a 
special  educational  event  has  been 
held  annually  for  those  on  the 
Dean's  List.  These  Dean's  List 
"Benefits" — held  at  the  Philadel- 
phia Museum  of  Art  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  Museum — 
have  drawn  more  than  100  students. 
Workshops  and  social  events  are  also 
being  planned  and  implemented  for 
older  students,  particularly 
transfers. 
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Martha  Erlebacher, 

Illustrator,  and  Walter 
Erlebacher,  Sculptor, 
were  both  represented 
in  the  nationally 
acclaimed  "Contem- 
porary American 
Realism  Since  1960" 
Exhibition  at  the 
Pennsylvania  Academy 
ofFineArtsin  1981.  Mrs. 
Erlebacher  is  affiliated 
with  the  Robert  Schoel- 
kopf  Gallery  in  New  York 
and  has  taught  at  Pratt 
Institute  and  the  Par- 
sons School  of  Design. 
Mr.  Erlebacher  has  par- 
ticipated in  many  pres- 
tigious exhibitions 
including:  "Liturgical 
Art"  at  the  Eucharistic 
Congress  and  "300 
Years  of  American  Art" 
at  the  Philadelphia 
Museum  of  Art.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Erlebacher  have 
been  on  the  faculty  for 
fifteen  years. 


The  College  continues  to  make 
health  referral  use  of  the  excellent 
Family  Medicine  Unit  at  Thomas 
Jefferson  University  Hospital.  The 
Registrar's  Office  has  switched  from 
off-campus  to  on-campus  data  pro- 
cessing that  will  greatly  facilitate 
cross-referencing  with  the  Admis- 
sions Office  and  simplify  the  student 
registration  process.  Entering  its 
fifth  year,  the  Career  Development 
and  Placement  Office  conducted  six 
workshops  on  resume  writing  and 
interviewing,  three  sets  of  intensive 
career  workshops  for  seniors  and  in- 
dividually counseled  an  average  of 
20  student  and  alumni  clients  per 
week  while  registering  30  new  jobs 
weekly  and  filling  75%  of  those  jobs 
with  students  or  graduates — 


representing  a  50%  increase  over 
1979-80.  Recent  graduating  classes 
continued  to  be  surveyed  as  to  their 
employment  and  nine  issues  of  the 
newsletter  listing  job  opportunities 
were  published.  In  addition, 
representatives  of  21  corporations 
either  came  to  recruit  on  campus  or 
were  visited  by  the  Career  Place- 
ment staff  in  a  magnified  effort  to 
connect  graduating  seniors  with 
potential  employers. 

On  another  significant  score,  the 
Financial  Aid  Office  that  now  ad- 
ministers nearly  $1,500,000  in  stu- 
dent assistance  annually,  has  been 
completely  restaffed.  This  office  is 
also  beginning  to  devise  strategies 
whereby  75  to  85%  of  the  students' 
aid  needs,  as  now  met,  can  continue 
to  be  funded  despite  federal  cutbacks 
slated  for  the  1982-83  year. 
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Peter  Rose, 

Filmmaker,  received  na- 
tional and  state  art 
grants  to  produce  his 
film,  "The  Man  Who 
Could  Not  See  Far 
Enough. "  A  1981  recip- 
ient of  the  Governor  of 
Pennsylvania 's  Hazlett 
Memorial  Award,  Mr 
Rose  has  shown  his 
work  at  national  and  in- 
ternational film  festivals. 
His  sister  is  a  graduate 
of  PC  A  and  a  film 
animator.  Mr.  Rose  has 
been  on  the  faculty  for 
ten  years. 


Allimni      Increased  participation  was  the  key 
theme  characterizing  the  involve- 
ment of  the  alumni  with  their  alma 
mater  in  1980-81.  Alumni  "Out- 
reach" took  several  significant 
forms.  The  largest  of  these  events 
was  the  opening  of  the  William 
Stephens  Exhibit  in  January  that  at- 
tracted an  audience  of  450  alumni 
who  toured  Anderson  Hall  and 
learned  of  the  plans  to  re-open  the 
historic  Broad  and  Pine  Buildings. 
Other  outreaches  included  alumni 
meetings  in  Houston,  Denver,  Los 
Angeles  and  Chicago.  Reunions  of 


the  Classes  of  1931,  1951,  1956  and 
1971  were  held  in  May,  with  more 
than  170  people  attending.  Each 
class  celebrated  separately  before 
gathering  in  the  College's  Gallery 
for  a  general  reception  and  review  of 
the  Student  Annual  Exhibit.  In 
May,  the  Alumni  Board  also  spon- 
sored a  stimulating  trip  to  Southern 
France. 
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Noel  Mayo,  Industrial 
Designer,  received  an 
Honorary  Doctorate  in 
Fine  Arts  from  the  Mas- 
sachusetts College  of 
Artin  1981.  The  principal 
of  Noel  Mayo  As- 
sociates, his  firm  de- 
signed all  the  street 
lighting  and  furnishings 
for  Pennsylvania  Av- 
enue between  the  White 
House  and  the  Capitol. 
A  graduate  of  PCA,  Mr. 
Mayo  won  the  PCA 
Alumni  Award  in  1973 
and  has  been  a  faculty 
member  since  1965.

There  is  not  a  week  that 
goes  by  in  which  the  College  does 
not  capitalize  on  numerous  pos- 
sibilities in  the  institution's  in- 
exhaustible stream  of  opportunities. 

Through  the  admirable  support  of 
the  community  and  with  the  help  of 
an  expanding  circle  of  advocates, 
the  College  will  continue  to  ad- 
vance visual  arts  education  and  raise 
the  level  of  national  awareness  as  to 
the  importance  of  the  visual  arts. 
We  all  look  to  1981-82  as  a  year  in 
which  our  determination  to  extend 
this  commitment  will  grow  even 
stronger.
